1 . Claims 1 - 1 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither shows nor teaches a combination for the claimed (a) pressure relief valve 
that comprises in combination with other recited elements, a stationary fluid injector stab 
extending through a side of the pressure chamber and sealingly engaging a central bore 
of the moveable valve member, the injector stab having a stab port extending through a 
sidewall, the stab port being in communication with a valve member port extending 
through a side of the valve member in the valve open position and being sealed 
therefrom in the valve closed position or (b) a method of relieving a pressure of a 
system fluid in a pressurized system line that comprises in combination with other 
recited steps, stationary mounting an injector stab with a tubular portion of a moveable 
valve member and injecting pressurized fluid through the injector stab into a pressure 
chamber on a side of a pressure barrier, the barrier being connected to the valve 
member, thereby delaying the return of the valve member to its closed position and 
venting the pressurized fluid from the side of the pressure barrier as the valve member 
returns to its closed position.
